5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest the subject matter of Claim 17 as a whole, especially the claimed support 
base and support device used in combination with the steps of positioning a FRP prepreg on an 
airtight internal-pressure holding tube, inserting a composite body including the internal-pressure 
holding tube and the prepreg into a vacuum chamber, and evacuating the vacuum chamber in an 
isolation state without contact between the composite body and the forming die.
